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Would Correct Mistake 

Fifty-six young men, now in prison for re- 
fusing to register for selective service, have 
been recommended for parole. National head- 
quarters of the Selective Service System has 
made the recommendations. Final decision 
rests with the Department of Justice but there 
is little doubt the 56 will be freed. 

Sixty applied for parole, but it was refused 
for four who, while asking for parole, expressed 
no willingness to fulfill their national obliga- 
tions or were disqualified for other reasons. 
| Of the 56 who will probably be released, 14 

will enter the armed forces for general mili- 
tary service, four will enter the army for non- 


combatant service and 35 will enter conscien-— 


tious objector camps to work on national 
projects under civilian direction. One is to be 
paroled for “such other service as may be 
established by the attorney general pursuant 
to the act.” 

The change of mind that has evidently taken 
place in these 56 individuals was but to be 
expected. Most of those who refused to reg- 
ister for selective service did so while under 
a condition of hysteria, due either to misun- 
derstanding of the act or to the urging of 
older people who should have known better. 
The act itself makes ample provision for 
the true conscientious objector. Such cases are 
fairly taken care of at the time the individual 
is called before his local draft board. He can 
file his plea as a conscientious objector when 
filling out his questionnaire. 

That 56 young Americans have seen what 
a mistake they made in refusing to register 
and now wish to correct that mistake is highly 
gratifying and should serve as a signpost to 
others who, misled as these youths were, may 
contemplate the same mistake*in the future.

Can’t Be Accurate 

When a British convoy, carrying cargoes 
from America across the Atlantic, is attacked 
by German subs and planes it is almost axio- 
matic that first reports, from either side, will 
exaggerate the number of ships lost. 

The Germans, it is generally understood, 
deliberately éxaggerate the number of bottoms 
destroyed, mainly for propaganda purposes 
among their own people. The neutral world 
has long since Jdearned that little reliance can 
be placed on German announcements regarding 
naval clashes. 

It is now apparent, however, that even Brit- 
ish reports on losses tend to be greater than 
the truth, when such reports are given out 
immediately after the attack. 

The rule of all British ships is, when at- 
tacked by the enemy, to immediately shut off 
the radio when a torpedo hits. It is thus pre- 
sumed by listeners that the ship has gone 
down, although in many cases this is not true. 

As an example it was, a few weeks ago, 
reported by the British themselves that 17 
ships were lost in one convoy. Later, however, 
nine of these ships, all badly damaged, managed 
to reach port. They had scattered after the at- 
tack .and had managed to crawl into home 
ports on their own power. 

The situation on the north Atlantic is se- 
rious enough. It is there that the American 
navy will, probably in the near future, do 
battle with the Nazis for the first time. But 
it is always well to remember, when reading 
first reports of a convoy raid, that there ig 
strong probability the actual outcome won't 
be so bad. .

It is, however, most tragic of all when un- 
scrupulous betrayers of humanity’s finest 
emotions don the cloak of religion under which 
to practice their nefarious racketeering. 

Perhaps, among all the sensationalist reap- 
ers of the gifts of the gullible none is more 
notorious than Aimee Semple McPherson, of 
Los Angles. In that hotbed of religious eroti- 
cism, Aimee’s “Temple” and her dramatic 
staging of her “Four Square Gospel” has be- 
come symbolic of the gullibility of the crowd. 

Now, however, comes news of an activity of 
this same so-called religion which may work 
even greater evil in the world than anything 
it has done in the past. 

“Missionaries” from that Temple are in the 
African Congo. They call themselves mis- 
sionaries, though never admitted to the 
Protestant Council of the Congo. And these 
missionaries have made their name, and the 
nanie of their sponsor, a name of ridicule and 
reproach among natives and whites alike. 
They have brawled and fought, with fists, 
among themselves. They have defrauded 
natives by accepting money for goods never 
delivered, they have even stooped to borrow, 
without ,repaying, money from natives. They 
have acted so disgracefully that the native 
medicine men are beating the drums in the 
deep wilderness and the savage cannibals are 
stirring and plotting trouble. 

On top of this a magazine, published as an 
adjunct of the Aimee Semple organization, 
announces some of these “missionaries” are 
being withdrawn and gives as the reason that 
Belgian Congo is now in the hands of the Ger- 
man government.

from London by the Free Belgian government.

Sentimental attachment to the contrary, 
there should be no more Georgia-Mercer 
games until either Mercer has the material for 
a standout team or Georgia Ras forgotten as- 
pirations for a world-beater and returns to 
the realm of football for football’s sake alone.

Georgia Editors Say: 


USELESS HIGHWAY RISKS. 
(From The Bartow Herald.) 

Have you ever driven behind two or three 
trucks running so close together on a two-lane 
highway that it is a serious risk, if not an impos- 
sibility, to pass them? 

Of course you have, and you know that acci- 
dents have resulted from efforts to get around 
just such a string of trucks. 

But why pick on the truck drivers when 
motorists in ordinary passenger cars are equally 
guilty? Proper spacing between automobiles not 
only lessens the danger to other drivers wishing 
to pass but makes for safety for the drivers in the 
procession. An-automobile traveling at 65 miles 
an hour, under the best of conditions, cannot be 
stopped within 50 or 75 feet, yet it is an every~ 
day experience to see three or four cars in a row 
traveling at such a speed with no greater space 
between them. 

It never seems to occur to the second and 
third car drivers that any sudden change of pace 
by the leading car may pile up all of the auto- 
mobiles. 

And a ther thing: How many drivers think 
to dim their lights when following another car? 
You know the reflection of the lights of the car 
behind blinds you, so why not give the fellow 
ahead a break—and lessen the danger of an: acci- 
dent for yourself? Dim your lights when you are 
the driver behind and see how much better it is 
for you and for the driver in front. 

There are so many little rules which, if re- 
membered and practiced, would make the high- 
ways so much safer, and lives so much longer. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
CHANGING TACTICS WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—Military 


tactics have undergone a far change 
since the days of the last World War. Tanks and planes and armored 
divisions, which were in the experimental stage then, played a 
secondary role to infantry and artillery. Trench warfare was the 
orthodox method of combat. As either side advanced or fell back 
to new position, it dug in. Usually, if not always, the artillery laid 
down a withering barrage for infantry spearhead attacks. 

Now the spearhead attacks are made by tanks, dive bombers, 
and motorcyclists, supporting infantry brought up, not on foot, but 
in armored trucks. 

In France and Poland the Germans, masters of the new methods 
of warfare, were highly successful. Long mechanized spearheads 
were thrust deep into enemy lines and large bodies of defending 
troops encircled. The encircled forces, finding themselves sur- 
rounded, usually surrendered. \ 


v 


TWO CAN PLAY GAME But the same success has not at- 


tended Hitler’s Russian campaign. 
The Red army infantry had time to become well acquainted with 
the Nazi tactics and now meets the invading Germans with the 
Nazis’ own strategy of encirclement. 

As related by the Moscow communiques, made available in 
complete detail here daily, German troops breaking through to 
Russian rear positions usually send a small fleet of tanks and 
motorcyclists out to reconnoiter Soviet positions. This small, mo- 
bile force attacks the first line of defense and opens desultory fire. 

Familiar with the procedure, the Russians hold their fire and 


.do not expose the location of their artillery and machineguns. The 


Nazis then launch their main attack with tanks, motorcyclists, auto- 
matic rifle men, and machineguns opening fire, followed by ad- 


vancing infantry. 
PSYCHOLOGICAL ATTACK Russian army men call this a 
° “npsyhological attack.” Its ob- 
ject is to make as much noise as possible in an effort to demoralize 
the defending troops. Nazi soldiers do not even take aim in these 
attacks, it is claimed, but fire at random. ° 

If they succeed in wedging into the defense zone, the Nazis fan 
out and try to surround Russian units in the front line on either 
flank of the break-through. Remembering the maxim of General 
Suvorov, commander of the Russian troops during the Napoleonic 
campaign, that “an outflanking enemy is himself outflanked,” the 
Soviet forces have frequently turned the tables on the invaders by 
aHowing such break-throughs and then closing the gap with con- 
cealed men. ' 

Our military observers report that the Red army is showing 
great resourcefulness in breaking up such attacks. 


AND IN EGYPT Warfare in Egypt, where the British have 
clashed often with the Italians afid Ger- 
mans, appears to have undergone an even more striking change 
from the desert fighting days of Lawrence of Arabia. There ex- 
traordinary ingenuity has been shown in the development of new 
devices for human destruction. The Nazis and the “Eyeties,” as 
the British Tommies call the Italians, have scattered over the sand 
wastes many forms of booby traps to ensnare opposing troops. 

One of the more common devices is a fountain pen that ex- 
plodes when you pick it up. Another is a money box, resembling 
a penny bank, as it has been described. Both are capable of blow- 
ing off hands and feet if stepped on or lifted from the sand. So 
many British Tommies have had their limbs blown off from coming 
in contact with them that it is now claimed a person can drop his 
fountain pen anywhere he pleases in the desert and, regardless of 
how valuable, it will lie unmolested just where he left it. 

The loaded camera is another device 


EXPLODING FLASK ‘ 
in the same category. But the most 


ingenious one of all is said to be a flask which goes off with a 
terrific explosion when, in tipping it, a mercury bubble inside 
makes contact with a chemical. A soldier is said to be lucky if 
he loses no more than his hands. 
Also in walking across the desert where the Italians and Ger- 
mans have contested the advance of the British, many kinds of 
tricky land mines have been planted. Invisible bits of wire have 
been strung between clumps of camel thorn, which detonate when 
tripped by the feet. As a result, the Tommies have learned to step 


gingerly when they go out on sorties. 

What the next innovation of destruction will be no one pro- 
fesses to know, Poison gas is about the only deadly element of 
warfare used in the last conflict that has not yet made its appear- 


ance in this one.

‘lished in professional baseball ex- 
cept on the side of the proprietors 
traditionally known as the mag- 
nates, although two attempts have 
been made by the sullen serfs to 
wnionize and destroy: their ex- 
ploiters. 

The first uprising was that of 
the National Brotherhood of Pro- 
fessional ball players, just at the 


turn of the century, who organized 
aheir own league, subsidized, or, 
if you will, corrupted their own 
stable of baseball journalists to 
exaggerate the attendance figures 
at their games and, through this 
subsidy, were able to denounce 
as evil characters all players who 
remained with the old employers 
in the established leagues or new 
ones who joined out with the 
magnates to fill the discarded 
uniforms of the strikers. The loy- 
alists included Billy Sunday, then 
with the Pittsburgh club, and: the 
rebels included King Kelly, who 
turned down a cash bonus of 
$10,000 offered by A. G. Spalding, 
to desert the brotherhood and sign 
a three-year contract. 

The players wanted more money 
and an end to’ the yellow-dog con- 
tract with its reserve’ clause, 
which remains the standard con- 
tract of the baseball industry to 
this day, binding a player to re- 
new his agreements endlessly on 
the employer’s terms and forbid- 
ding him to shop around for a 
new job. On the. other side of 
the bargaining table, ‘he employ- 
ers are solidly organized and are 
forbidden by mutual agreement 
among themselves to negotiate 


tract to their rivals. 


S In a few cases

; still work hard- 
Hardships ship on individual 
players, but, in reality, the terms 
of employment are not as igno- 
minious as they would seem. 
Baseball has a remarkable eco- 
nomic vitality and has continued 
to prosper in very hard times and 
the owners have maintained some 
luxurious and extravagant affec- 
tations at times when ° some of 
them have been very hard up for 
money to house and feed and ship 
the hands on the training trips in 
the spring. 

Until about 15 years ago a ball

THE GENIUS OF MAN His letter said: “With boilers as tall 
as a 10-story building, with fur- 


naces that consume 45,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas or 1,500 tons 
of coal a day, with a rotor that weighs 90 tons and spins 1,800 
times a minute in each turbo-generator, the plant is an impressive 
demonstration of what modern engineering genius and mechanical 
skill can create.” 

' It was a seductive sort of letter, and so, of course, I went. . The 
letter was from Preston Arkwright, of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany, and it concerned the new unit at Plant Atkinson on the banks 
of tke Chattahoochee river some ten miles from Atlanta. 

One can stand there and lift a figurative hat to Man. We are 
in the habit of saying that Man doesn’t amount to much. The little 
cuss is born to trouble as the sparks are to fly upward. He is just 
a poor player, strutting and fretting his brief hour upon the stage. 
And so on. = 

Well, I don’t know. I’ve known him to be mighty helpless. 
He stands in the presence of cancer or lukemia and fights a lost 
fight. He gets caught up in the whirling, spinning economics of 
a world war and has to fight it through blindly and trusting to 
luck. There are times when Man is a poor player. There are 
times when his life is a tale told by an idiot, full of sound and 
fury, signifying nothing. 

But most of the time Man isn’t so bad. 

_ You go into that great electrical plant and you see in the great 
machines that Man has made and put together what his genius 
can do, You can feel life. You can stand there and put your hand 
on the cover of the great generator. Inside it a weight of 90 tons 
4s whirling, spinning 1,800 times each 60 seconds. There is no vibra- 
ion. You can stand there and feel something in the air. You 
know that out of that plant is going that invisible, unseen current 
to light homes, turn factory ~wheels, run washing machines, cook 
meals, press clothes, make coffée, produce aluminum. 

You can’t see it. You can feel it. 

You say to yourself, ‘Man, they malign you. You aren’t so bad. 
Don’t let them kid you. You do all right.” 


800,000 MEN They tell you that each of the generators requires 

720,000 pounds of steam each hour and that both 
of them use five times’ more steam in an hour than all the office 
buildings of Atlanta use ita winter day. 

They tell you that/one horse power of electric energy is equal 
to the strength of eight. men; that the power of each of the two 
generators is equal to the strength of 800,000 men. 

They tell you that the two condensers use 245,000,000 gallons of 
water each day, pulling it out of the river to condense the steam 
and then putting it back in the river again, cleaner and purer than 
when it came in. The river loses nothing. That is seven times 
the amount of water Atlanta consumes in a day. 

They tell you the furnaces consume 70 tons of air each hour. 

Man made it all. Out of the skulls of the engineers came the 
machines. They still are coming. The new unit has machines which 
do more work than the old ones at less cost. 

A few years ago Man had made a large, complicated machine 
which could stop lightning. Today the machine which stops light- 
ning is a fifth the size. It holds up a figurative hand and halts 
the bolt from the sky. 

You look around. There is a whine in the air, a never-ceasing, 
exultant whine. ‘It is the strength of 1,600,000 men being made 
by machines and pulled out by machines, stepped up by machines, 
sent out to flow along wires. 

Man has done it all. It all came out of the heads of men. 

Now and then Man is cast down. Now and then he is made 
to stand sweating, sick, helpless before something that remains to 
be conquered; beaten, utterly defeated. 

But Man isn’t, and ought not to be, considered a poor dolt. Now 
and then he ought to hold up his head and defy the philosophers 
and ask, “Can you pull the strength of 1,600,000 men out of a 


machine and send it along a wire?”

When I was a boy of 12, my father’s collection of books included 
two that reconciled me to rainy afternoons and winter Sundays. 

One was a small fat book enttiled “Natural History.” It pie- 
tured and described the land animals and birds of every continent 
and the creatureg of the seas, and told fascinating stories about 
their habits and their behavior when they met explorers. 

In later years\the zoo held no surprises, for the gnu and the 
yak and such creatures seemed old familiar friends. 

The other book was a big one, perhaps eight by eleven inches, 
covered with orange-colored buckram. The title, as I recall it, 
was “Redpath’s History of the World,” and the subtitle, part of an 
ornate design on the cover, read: “The wonderful, the beautiful 
and the sublime in the world’s history.” 

That book was a treasure. Incidentally, I have searched Amer- 
ica for years to find another copy of it, and neither agents nor 
dealers in old books have yet been able to find one. 

It wasn’t a chronological story of man’s activities, but a collec- 
tion of true stories concerning great events. 

It was printed before the time of half-tone cuts made from 
photographs, but its illustrations were perfect. They were steel 
engravings, many of them copjed from famous paintings, and they 
occupied more space than the text. As I remember it, every sec- 
ond or third page had a full-page engraving. > 

It was this book that told me about William Tell and Robin 
Hood, Spartacus, Arnold von Winkelried, the Huguenots, King 
Arthur, Ivan the Terrible, the Cid who rode into battle dead and 
propped on his horse; the English king who went to war because 
of his big stomach—and died of it when he was ruptured on the 
pommel of his saddle; Alexander and Hannibal and Napoleon, and 
all the others who shaped the destiny of man. 

It was a fascinating and thrilling book, and I still have the old- 
fashioned idea that kids would enjoy it as much as they now enjoy 
“comics,” if they had the opportunity.

10,000,000 to 80,000,000. 

The chief executive 
advocated spreading the system 
into new territory, but in an-| 
nouncing the plan today he ad-| 
vanced two reasons why it wouid 
be helpful in the present situsiion. 
The ‘higher taxes to be collected | 
would help as an inflation deter- | 
rent, and unemployment benefit | 
payments would ease the economic | 
readjustment phase which will | 
come with the end of the defense 
production emergency. 

Soon, he said at a press confer- 
ence, he will send a special mes- 
sage to congress on the subject. | 
He apparently was hopeful of | 
action in a short time. | 

While the details of the plan’ 
were not disclosed, several steps 
have .been under discussion: 

1. Extension of the contributory 
old-age insurance system to classes 
now exempt; that is farm laborers, | 
domestic servants, self-employed 
persons, farm operators, the casu- 
ally. employed and workers in 
charitable institutions. 

2. Extension of unemploymen: 
insurance to maritime workers and
